To 
children it may be given in proportion down to ten grains 
After the vomit, as ſoon as the ſtomach will bear i it, 
begin with the following powder: Take twenty grains 
of camomile flowers, diaphoretic antimony, and ſalt off 
wormwood, of each ten grains; let them be finely pow- 
dered, well mixed, and fwallowed- in a draught of an 
liquor, olce in three or four hours between the fits.
